Charges that Grady hospital is a} 
; disgrace to any civilized community 
and recommendation that the present 
hospitals and charities committee of 
city council, the governing board of 
the institution, be abolished and that a 
board of trustees be set up which 
would be immune _ to politics ‘were 
made Tuesday night by speakers at- 
tending the eighth annual dinuer of 
the hospital staffs. The dinner was 
given by Steve R. Johnston, superin- 
tendent, and about 100 doctors, Mayor 
Ragsdale and members of he 
hospitals and charities committee were 
present. 

Another keynote of the addresses 
was that if the people of Atlanta 
were acquainted with the lack of fa- 
cilities and equipment, the_ reasons 
for the complaints launclied by the | 
doctors, they would realize the | 
“greater need for a greater Grady.” 

‘ Lack of Facilities. 

“When I say Grady is a disgrace 
to any civilized community, I mean 
that its lack of proper facilities for 
trentment of the sick of Atlanta make 
it so,’ Dr. R. H’ Fike, superintendent 
of the Albert Steiner Cancer clinic. 
declared. , 

“A visiting .physician .stated the 
degree of civilization of a community 
could: be measured in terms of the 


hospitalization facilities in that sec- 
tion. 

measured by the stan rds of Grady, 
one would think we group of 
savages. Fovery depar? needs ex- 
pansion, additione, ‘and some of them 
aré badly in need of additional equip- 
ment. The Steinér clinic needs only 
an addition. It cannot meet the de- 
mands for treatment.” ” ' 

Practically every one of the speak- 
ers painted a pathetic picture of con- 
gestion at the institution. Every ward 
is overrrun. ‘There are no facilities 
for segregation or isolation, because 
of the demand for medical treatment, 
and the only salvation which those 
speaking offered was a bond issue, 
“adequate to meet the needs of the 
poor, helpless sick of Atlanta.” 


Abolition of Committee. 


Dr. R. H. Oppenheimer. dean of the 
Emory University Medical college, fa- 
vored abolition of the hospitals and 
charities committee in order “to estab- 
lish stability.” 

“We need stability more than we 
need anything else,” Dr. Oppenheimer 
said. “A board of trustees would give 
us that and prevent the institution 
from being overturned because of 
changes in the city political situation. 
I am not criticizing the committee. 
but the system which calls for. appoint- 
ment of a new governing board every 
year. It is demoralizing and prevents 
establishment of a general objective 
of service or attainment.” 

Dr. T. C. Davison, president of the 
medical board of the white unit, de- 
clared that all wards were congested

FUROPEAN STORM 
STRIKES BELGIUM 


Cities Are Inundated; 
120 Dead in Path of 


Gales. 


London, November 27.—(4)—The 
British Isles today had a welcome 
surcease from the gales which in re- 
cent days ravaged almost the whole 
of Europe, causing 120 deaths, In 
Belgium and Holland there were also 
signs of abatement in the tempest, 
but those two low lying countries 
were faced with a big task in the re- 
pairing of or fortifying dykes that 
threaten to give way with the next 
high tide. Channel shipping - still 
was under a heavy handicap tonight. 

The low countries were the worst 
sufferers from the storm. Dykes went 
down along the coasts and on tidal

bulletin read: “The king passed a 
less disturbed day. His temperature 
was somewhat lower than at the corre- 
sponding hour last night. His strength 
was maintained.” 

The bulletin issued by Sir Stanley 
Hewett and Lord Dawson, of Penn, 
seemed to omit to say much as it con- 
veyed. Last night it had been stated 
frankly that his majesty's tempera- 
ture was 101.6, while tonight it was 
termed, “somewhat lower.” 

The statement that his strength is 
maintained, indicating that he re 
tained his powers of resistance, was 
considered highly significant in an ill- 
ness of this nature. . Nothing, how- 
ever, was told about progress or abate- 
ment of the lung comgestion or pleu- 
risy. 

Doctors Stay at Palace. 

Both physicians of the king re 
mained for dinner at Buckingham pal- 
ace tonight after seeing his majesty 
and issuing the bulletin. 

It is understood that the king was 
able to obtain some sleep during the 
day and that it was this favorable 
circumstance which resulted in the 
slight improvement noted in tonight’s 
bulletin. It was stated that the pal- 
ace officigis regard tonight’s news as 
reassuring and hopeful. 

In this connection, it was noted that 
the queen of Spain, a cousin of his 
majesty, went to the theater tonight. 

The Duke of York, second son o 
the king, Queen Mary and Sir Wil- 
liam Joyngon-Hicks had given indica- 
tions throughout the day that the king 
was improved. 

The duke announced at a business 
men’s luncheon which he addressed 
that his father was slightly improved 
this morning. He said that the pleu- 
risy was distressing but, “from the na-

Joynson-Hicks, in a speech at Dart- 
ford, Kent, said the Duke of York had 
told him the king was distinctly bet- 
ter.

It was realized that a 63-year-old 
man pitting his constitution against 
an attack of pleurisy was a condition 
to cause frank worry among the near- 
ly 500,000,000 subjects of the British 
crown. 


Papers Show Anxiety. 


The successive bulletins which have 
been issued during the last week show 
the development of a common Fold 
into some congestion of one lung fol- 
lowed by an extension of the “mis- 
chief” and then the first mention of 
pleurisy with its attendant rising of 
fever. His fever at one time was 
101.6 degrees but was “slightly” low- 
er tonight. 

Although at first the press inter- 
preted the official bulletins reassur- 
ingly, noting that the king maintained 
his strength. the restlessness and fever 
which continued caused increased 
worry. 

The Daily Mail eexpressed the tem- 
per of feeling today when it said: 

“Anxiety will not end until the 
king’s temperature retirns to normal 
and he throws off the attack of pleu- 
risy. The ordinary course of such af- 
fection of the Jungs would not give 
hope for immediate marked improve- 
ment for some hours, but after that 
all hope for bulletins telling of his 
ranid recovery.” 

The prince’s decision to return was 
not the result of a recall message, but 
was made on his own initiative.

omas, of Southern California, is 
one of the best blocking backs and 
one of the best defensive backs in 
football. 

His two older brothers starred for 
Chicago several seasons@go where they 
were umong the best line breakers of 
any season. 

This Thomas family has played a 
lot of football in its time—and the 
present member is a worthy successor 
to the older Thomas tribe. Carroll 
is one of the best backs of the year. 

Warner probably has the best pair 
of guards now in football in Post and 
Robeskey. They are a big part of his 
line strength. 

Yale and Harvard Material. 

Quite a bit has been penned, here 
and there, about Yale and Harvard 
material this season. This material 
had certain vital weaknesses. Yale 
has lacked foot speed most of the year. 
Ellis, injured part of the season, has 
been the only fleet-footed back. Cagle 
literally ran around or away from 
Yale backs in the Army game. (Outside 
of Hoban, Yale has had no first-class 
passer who could throw a football with 
any spark of genius. 

Harvard has had the power and 
speed, but no passer of any great mer- 
it. Gilligan was probably the Crim- 
son's best in this department. Build- 
ing up good passers is not as simple 
as it sounds. It is a knack by itself. 
A good passer has to be instinctively 
an artist at this job. And a good 
passer insn’t made in a season. 

A coach might take a big, fast man, 
and make a good tackle or guard in 
two months. He can’t take raw ma- 
terial and make a good passer or a 
good kicker in two years; unless the 
athlete in question happens to have a 
decided knack in that direction. Kick- 
ing and passing belong to the upper 
reaches of football science. They call 
for greater skill than any other part 
of football. This is shown by the fact 
that not one team this season out of 
ten has had a high-grade, first-class 
kicker who could be depended on, game 
after game. George Brookes and Sam 
Feltons are scarcer than snowstorms 
along the equator. 

Getting Worked Up. 

You mention halfback A as one of 
the season's best. Immediately from 
that same section come a flock of 
letters stating that halfback A is 
flop and that —— B has him 
beaten seven way 

So you speak kindly of halfback B's 
outstanding qualities. 

Whereupon you are flooded with 
just as many letters saying that B is 
r. bust and that A Has it all over him 
like three or four tents. 

Smart, experienced coaches, watch- 
ing two teams in action, will fre- 
quently disagree entirely about the play 
of certain men. All in all, football 
js a trifle intricate, even for those 
on the inside of the works. 


Weather Conditions. 

Few realize the part that weather 
can play in a football game. The 
common view is that a wet, soggy field 
and a rain are as fair for one team 
as for the other. This sounds—well 
nothing—but it is largely bunk. A 
wet field and a wet ball will help to 
bring a strong team and a weak team 
to almost the same level. Such con- 
ditions equalize the play. The strong- 
er team, having possession of the b all 
most of the time, is therefore much 
more likely to do most of the fumbling. 
Having possession of a wet, slippers, 
mud-coated ball, is often a handicap. 
Games played under such conditions 
rarely tell any aecurate story of team 
strength. 


As Bob Zuppke has said: “A foot- 
ball has a funny shape and no one has 
discovered yet just which way it will 
bound.” 

One of our great autumn pastimes 
is crediting skill and alertness to some- 
thing like 90 per cent luck on any 
number of occasions.

Carriers in Nation; Has 
Good Memory.

One of the main’reasons why 
University of Detroit football team 
has been unbeaten and untied in its 
last 14 starts (eight this season and 
six last season) is Lloyd Brazil, the 
blonde halfback. lJrazil, without a 
doubt, is one of the best backs of 
the vear. If Detroit had had a more 
impressive schedule, he would be cer- 
tain of a place on one or more of 
the all-American teams of 1928 

As it is, Brazil probably will not 
he entirely overlooked. His work has 
heen so consistently brilliant that 
he cannot escape attention. 

Does Everything. 

Brazil can do everything that a 
first-class back is supposed to do and 
do each of them with exceptional! skill. 
Schooled, as it is, by one of the early 
masters of the forward pass, Charles 
E. Dorais, of Notre Dame, Detroit 
uses a wide variety of passes. Brazil 
is on the throwing end of nearly all 
of them, cool, deliberate, accurate. He 
does the team’s punting and more 
than his share of carrying the ball. 

For speed and sheer power Tom 
Connell, of Chippewa Falls, 
the other regular haliback, ts superior 
to Brazil, but the latter is a better 
round gainer, because of his 
to side-step and shake off tacklers. 
An elusive runner, he can be used 
with success on any 
play, 
or through the line. 

Good Interference. 

But Brazil is more than a spectacu- 
Jar player. He is a superb interferer. 
a strong blocker and tackler, one of 
the best defensive baeks of the year. 
As Coach Dorais once remarked: 
“Brazil would be a valuable man to 
our team if he never touched the ball.” 

Brazil has been handicapped fre- 


quentiy this season because the rival | 


concentrated upon ways and 
means of stopping him. He was a 
“marked man” from the opening whis- 
tle. But this has not kept Brazil out 
of the spotlight. It has cut down his 
gains on offense but his efforts on 
defense and interference have made 
him conspicuous. 

Though he is neither the captain 
nor the signal caller, Brazil is the 
guiding genius of the team. His pres- 
ence has an inspirational effect upon 
his fellow players, a fact that is in- 
stantly noticeable when Brazil, for 
any cause, is removed from the line- 
up. Brazil has a keen football intel- 
ligence, a quickness to detect an open- 
ing in the opposing defense and the 
knack of diagnosing the rival attack 
before it has gotten under wary. 

Brazil has an uncanny memory for 
what takes place on the football field. 
If you ask the average player about 
Aa confusing playv—or even a simple 
one—in a game he has just finished. 
the chances are that he will be as 
much in doubt as you are.

Atlanta Officials Remain Si- 
lent Until Invitation 
Is Received.

It seems to be all over but the 
shouting—Tech's part of the shout- 
ing, that is. ‘The University of Cali- 
fornia athletic board has formally ac- 
cepted the invitation of the Rose Bowl 
football committee to play the game 
on New Year's day as a finale to the 
famous Tournament of Roses. Now 
all that’s left is for Tech to accept 
the invitation, 

Aye, that’s all there is left to do. 
Dvuesn’t seem like much but maybe it 
is. First, the authorities at Georgia 
Tech must receive the word from Vas- 
adena—which they had not done at a 
late hour Tuesday night—then the 
faculty at Tech must sanction the 
trip. Then when that is all smoothed 
out the conference directors must 
sanction the move, according to rules 
of the organization. 

That the first sanction Will be forth- 
coming is hardly doubtful but of the 
conference sanction little may be pre- 
dicted. But for the precedent estab- 
lished in 1925 .and 1926 when the 
Crimson Tide of Alabama went to the 
coast there would be no indication 
whatever of the conference § action. 
The granting of that privilege to Ala- 
bama would indicate that the board 
will hardly refuse Tech the same right. 

Undoubtedly the board will consider 
the reflected honor every team in the 
conference receives in‘ having a mem- 
ber of their group selected as one of 
the two best football teams in the 
United States. They will also consid- 
er the benefit to be derived by Tech 
directly. The monetary angle is not 
to be overlooked. Tech should real- 
ize something like $60,000 out of the 
deal if it makes the trip, and, need- 
less to say, the board will hesitate to 
deny Tech the right to make that little 
sum when the opportunity arises. 

No definite expréssion could be 
gained from Tech officials Tuesday 
because of the fact that they had not 
vet received the communication from 
the Rose Bow] committee. Informal 
expressions from men in authority at 
the Atlanta institution, however, have 
seemed in favor of the project. Now 
all that remains is for Tech to receive 
the invitation; authorities at the in- 
stitution to act upon it; sanction of 
the conference to be procured and oth- 
er such little details. That's about all 
there is to be done, Just about all.

Chicago, November 27.—(#)—Not 
withstanding that Dr. J. W. 'T. Duval, 
head of the grain futures administra- 
tion at Washington, says wheat is 
Selling 10c to l5c a bushel too low, 
wheat and all other grain went down- 
Ward in price today at the last. (f- 
ferings both of wheat and corn future 
@eliyeries became of greater volume 
than could be readily absorbed, and 
early advances were more than wiped 
out. Announcement was made that 
the world’s available supply of wheat 
had increased 8,818,000 bushels for the 
week and is now °40.712,000 bushels 
against 284,333,000 bushels a year ago. 

Closinz quotations on wheat were 
unsettled 4c to jc below yesterdays 
finish. Corn closed ic to gc down, 
oats ic to $@ ic off, and provisions 
varying from 5c decline to a rise of 2c. 

According to Dr. Duval. who was 
in Chicago today and said he was 
héré to see what waS the matter with 
‘wheat, there is not much more bread 
grain in the world at present than a 
year ago. Price downturns in the 
wheat market today were in the fsce 
of word that export purchases today 
of wheat from North America were 
larger than of late. some estimates 
putting the total at 600,000 bushels 
with talk cyrrent that more export 
business was being done than is ad- 
mitted. 

Some of the late selling in the corn 
market today was associated with 
chances of much lower temperatures 
ahead likely to hasten the movement 
of the corn crop. Earlier there was 
rather persistent buying on account 
of a forecast of widespread rain and 
snow. (Oats paralleled the action of 
corm, with March oats outdoing at 
one time the high price record for 
the season. 

Provisions were steadied br firm- 
ness of hog values and of cotton.
